The land study of 544 Place, a 137.5- 
acre tract on the south side of FM 544 
about 2250 feet west of Coit Rd., was 
tabled so the developer could make 
some revisions on school and park 
sites. 
William J. M cPartland gained SF-3 
zoning on the property earlier. About 
427 residential lots are planned for the 
addition. 
The annexation and zoning of two 
other large tracts was also approved 
A 200-acre tract on the northeast 
corner of Park Blvd. and Coit Rd. will 
be developed as 20 acres of retail and 
180 acres of SF-2 residential. 
A 102-acre tract immediately to the 
north and on the southeast corner of 
Parker and Coit Rds. was also an­ 
nexed and zoned. The property will be 
developed as SF-2 residential. 
Commissioners also approved the 
final plat of Park Forest North IX, a 
7.6-acre addition located on the 
southeast corner of the intersection of 
Spring Creek Pkwy, and Blueridge Tr. 
The final plat of Palisades Com­ 
merce Center I, a one-lot addition on 
the north side of FM 544 just west of 
US 75, was also approved. A used car 
lot will be built on the site. 
The commission also endorsed the 
land study of Bunker Hill Estates III, 
a 49.4-acre tract located between 
Custer Rd and Alma Dr. on the north 
side of Park Blvd. The land will be 
developed into a 114 lot SF-2 sub­

This carpet 
was glued down Could it be the glue that smells? 
My Pet peeve concerns the perfume that is added to 
soaps and many cosmetics that are ruined by its use. We 
can obtain perfume in scents we like and use it as 
desired - IN TRO UBLE 
DEAR IN TROUBLE — The carpet cleaners I spoke 
with had little advice to offer and said it could be back­ 
ing, fibers in the carpet itself or the glue. Professional 
cleaners and installers have a deodorant for smoke odor 
and its use might cover up the odor but would not 
eliminate it. Have you spoken with the firm that install­ 
ed your carpet? I could only suggest that you try (test in 
an inconspicuous spot first) spraying with that well 
known household spray that eliminates household odors. 
If anyone has solved such a problem do let us know. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — I had some white washable draperies 
hanging at a large picture window in my sitting room, where I 
wanted to change the predominate color to blue. I 
remembered hearing that a liquid bluing would dye clothes 
blue if too much of it was used I used one part bluing to three 
parts water and added this mixture to the final rinse water 
when washing my drapes. They came out the beautiful blue 
desired and I hung them while damp dry I feel sure this will 
have to be repeated in two or three months but it is very inex­ 
pensive and easy to do — BARBARA F.

Consulting 
A ‘Worldly’ 
Business

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
management 
consulting 
business 
has 
gone 
multinational. 
It’s not just a matter of a 
successful firm establishing 
foreign branches. On the 
contrary, groups of con­ 
sulting firms spanning the 
oceans 
have 
found 
it 
necessary 
to 
form 
permanent consortiums in 
order to deal with the ex­ 
treme complexities and 
much more extensive ser­ 
vices demanded of con­ 
sultants by clients, usually 
governments, 
in 
such 
regions as the Middle East. 
"In these areas, you can’t 
just 
sell 
advice 
and 
blueprinted plans, you have 
to be able to deliver ‘tur­ 
nkey’ projects," says Fred 
M. Scriever, vice president 
of Reliance Group, inc., New 
York. Reliance consists of 
Yankelovich, Skelly & White 
of New York, Inbucon of 
London, Werner Associates, 
Inc., of New York and 
Brussels, and Operations 
Research, Inc., Washington. 
A "turnkey” project is one 
in which the consultants 
follow it all the way through 
to 
completion, 
finally 
handing over the keys to the 
completed and operation 
tested plant or complex to 
the client. The consultants 
must accept responsibility 
for cost control, engineering 
reliability and other such 
matters as well as the in­ 
dustrial, financial and mar­ 
keting 
studies 
on 
the 
feasibility of the project. 
Right 
now, 
Reliance 
Group is executing a turnkey 
job on a $100 million fer­ 
tilizer complex in Saudi 
Arabia with another $50 
million going into roads, 
water, power and other sup­ 
porting services. 
The Reliance Group and 
sim ilar 
firms 
receive 
numerous requests from the 
developing firms to help 
them create new industries. 
Schriever said, for instance, 
as a result of the work of 
multinational 
consulting 
groups, fish farming soon 
will become an important 
industry in the Middle East. 
Large scientific agricultural 
business 
projects 
will 
receive high priority in 
many countries, he said, 
with 
the 
multinational 
consulting firms making big 
contributions or even taking 
full responsibility for them. 
Edward J. Rand, a vice 
president of ORU Group, 
Inc., a New York subsidiary 
of Werner Associates, in an 
article for the Conference 
Board Record, explained 
some of the intracacies of
